in Keno Undergoing Treatment for 
Blood Disease Which Was Caused 
by Contact With Dead Man Recently 


To be poisoned by a corpse he was 


preparing for burial is the cause of a 
Goldfield undertaker, 
Lewis 
Howe 


coming to Reno for treatment, and ii 
Is said that the seriousness of the 
malady can be appreciated when it is 
stated that fully 17 per cent of the 
Tuneral directors of the country die 
from handling the dead. 


Howe noticed the poison on a finger 


of his left hand first. He.realized the 
consequence if the injury was not 
riven immediate 
medical 
attention. 
This resulted in his trip here. 
It is 


feared now that he will lose the hand, 
but the undertakers here assert that 
he should be glad to escape with his 
life. 


The cause of the large number of 
deaths among undertakers is said to 
be the baccilll and germs in the body 
inoculate those who handle them for 
interment. The corpse is purified, gen- 
erally, by the use of formaldehyde, 
the strongest disinfectant known to 
tr 
medical world. Before this acid 
ta 
s effect, however, the undertaker 


may be a victim of blood poisoning. 
Even the bodies of persons who have 
died from violence have the same 
effect if handled without the greatest 
care; there are germs in all corpses 
which will kill unless every precau- 
tion is used. 


Only a year ago George W. Oliver 


of Perkins, Oliver & Gulling, nearly 
lost his hand through corpse poison- 
ing. He became inoculated with the 
generally fatal disease while preparing 
a body for interment. 
Others of the 


same firm have suffered similar ex- 
periences. 


"Seventeen per cent of the under- 
takers," said George Perkins, a mem- 
ber of the same company of funeral 
directors yesterday, "die from inocu- 
lation by dead bodies. Great precau- 
tion has to be observed by all who 
dandle a corpse. 
The germs in the 


body when dead will poison the blood 
of almost anyone. 


"This is overcome by the use of a 


disinfectant. 
Formaldehyde is gen- 


erally used to the greatest advantage. 
[t purifies the body for burial. It is 
the same substance which the hos- 
pitals and pest houses use to kill the 
erms for the protection of the living. 
Contagious disease is not correlative 
of this death rate among undertakers, 
>ecause the bodies they handle may 
be of persons who have met violent 
deaths; the poisoning is 
from the 


germs in any body, made more dan- 
gerous by the decomposition subse- 
quent to death."

TAKING NOTICE 


•ajETHETHER the advent of the American

Federation of Labor into Congressional 


politics shall result in retiring the Cannon . 
regime or find a Republican majority in the next 


House of Representatives, it has served to re- 


mind the Republican "bosses" that the day has 
when they could ride the Parry -steed and the 
Gompers nag. They have been forced into the 
open.

managers are showing solicitude at the revolt of 
organized labor, and Speaker Cannon promises 
to make a defense of the attitude of the Republi- 
can majority of the house in defeating labor-leg- 
islation. 
A dispatch from Danville, 111., Can- 


non's home, states that on the occasion of his 
nomination by the Republican Congressional 
convention, August 16, he will accept the gage 
of battle hurled by President Gompers of the 


American Federation of Labor and defend Con- 
gress and the Republican party against the 
charge that labor's" demands did not receive 
proper recognition." Inasmuch as the labor bills 
were strangled, Cannon's idea of their "proper 
recognition" is obvious. 


Though Gompers and his associates have 


been 'Subjected to severe criticism by the Social- 
ists for having taken a hand in "capitalistic pol- 
itics," it is the only logical conclusion of the pol- 
icy that the Federation of Labor has pursued in 
urging legislation designed1 in the interests of 
the working class. It were folly to ask Con- 
gress to pass laws without placing behind the de- 
mands the votes of organized workingmen. So 
long as opposition to labor legislation does not 
invite the opposition of workingmen at elections 
the demands of the Federation of Labor will 
fall on deaf ears. 
If organized labor is to be 


heard in the legislative halls, it must first make 
its demands heard at the ballot box. 


NOW that Standard Oil'has been indicted, 


we may expect a rjse in the commodities dealt 


in by the delectable corporation. 
The people 


will be called upoir^ to settle the amount of the 
fine, whatever it may be. And yet we are fore- 
doomed to hear a .great deal during the next 
couple of months about what the Republican 
party has done and is doing to curb the rapacity 
of the trusts.
